Principal factor in pushing the Decem- 
ber figure to the high postwar peak was 
the award for $162,000,000 gaseous diffu- 
sion facility at Oak Ridge, Tenn. The 
fourth unit at that center of atomic ac- 
tivity—-a third costing $66,000,000 is now 
under construction there—-the new unit 
will greatly contribute to increased pro- 
duction of Uranium-235 

Maxon Construction Co. is the con- 
tractor for both atomic projects, which 

the largest such in the country 

Tennessee Valley Authority’s new 
steam electric generating station at New 
Johnsonville, Tenn., partly an outgrowth 
of the atomic energy program, will ul- 
timately cost $54,000,000, although the 
first unit now being built will involve 
only a fraction of that amount. A second 
similar plant in Alabama proposed by 
that same federal agency would cost 
$37,000,000. 

The $3,205,021,000 for southern con- 
struction embraces $1,365,957,000, or 
forty-three per cent for privately financed 
projects, and $1,839,064,000, or fifty-seven 
per cent for public construction.

In 
the public work are $748,485,000 for pub-

Largest constituent of the twelve- 
month total was the $952,513,000 for 
private building, the substantial part, or 
sixty-seven per cent, being the $638,692,- 
000 for residential construction, including 
apartments and hotels. Assembly build- 
ings and office structures were close 
rivals with the former amounting to 
$112,641,000 and the latter, $111,090,000 
Commercial building totaled $90,090,000 

Residential construction in 1949 was 
more than thirty-eight per cent above 
the value registered for such work in 
the preceding twelve months. Industrial 
construction, including the $228,000,000 
atomic energy facilities, was up about 
nine per cent, compared with the value 
of similar construction the year before 
Private industrial construction, however 
showed a drastic drop 

Public building, as such, was the largest 
component in the publicly financed con- 
struction field. The $748,485,000 total 
which is eighteen per cent higher than 
the value for 1948, includes $415,559,000 
for government buildings and hospitals 
and $332,926,000 for schools. The latter 
represents an eight per cent drop 

Highway and bridge construction in the 
South was higher in 1949. The $488,463.- 
000 total was four per cent above its 1948 
counterpart. Texas, as in former years 
carried on the largest program, with 
Maryland's activity in second place. The 
latter state during the year inaugurated 
construction on the $41,000,000 Chesa- 
peake Bay span, the first to connect the 
divided shores of the state 

Engineering construction was the one 
main category where a decrease was 
registered for the twelve months. The

Legislation authorizing construction of a four-lane, divided traffic toll 
turnpike between Oklahoma City and Tulsa (approximately 92 miles) was 
enacted by the Twenty-first Oklahoma legislature in 1947. The law created 
the Oklahoma Turnpike Authority but also prohibited the use of state 
funds in the construction, maintenance and operation of the turnpike. 
Cost of the project has been estimated to be $33,000,000. 


Private investment houses required that turnpike revenue bonds show a 
fifty percent margin of payout. Although surveys ordered by the au- 
thority showed a safe margin of payout, the margin did not equal the re- 
quired fifty percent. 


As 2 result of this limitation on borrowing from the customary business 
channels the Turnpike Authority has made application to the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation for aid in financing the project. The proposal 
was presented to the RFC as being a self-liquidating public works project, 
which would return, with interest, all federal funds used in its construction. 


The proposal involved the establishment of a new RFC policy, through 
which loans, which do not conflict with private financing, could be made 
to governmental units on self-liquidating public works projects, and car- 
ried by the RFC until such time as they may be deemed an acceptable 
investment for private financing. This represented a drastic departure 
from usual procedures in the financing of public works, such procedures 
in the past having been based largely upon outright federal grants-in-aid, 
none of which have been recoverable by the federal government. 


The RFC is at present making an engineering survey of this novel pro- 
posal and if this survey supports the financial feasibility of the Oklahoma 
Turnpike, and it is believed that it will, indications are that the RFC will 
establish a policy through which a loan will be made. Such a policy would 
have great import upon future financing of self-liquidating public works. 


Whether such projects will be financed jointly by the RFC and private 
capital is another policy that will have to be determined. It is the belief 
of those experienced in such matters that after the project has proved 
its financial soundness through a few years of operation, all of its out- 
standing bonds will find a ready private market.
